repeal the law. So ho must not be 
chairman of the coinage committee. 


It is understood thai the bill designed 
to repeal the Sherman law will be a 
very simple measure. It may be in the 
form of a joint resolution instructing 
the secretary of the treasury to discon- 
tinue the regular monthly purchase ol 
silver under the Sherman law of July 
1800. It may be in the form of a bill to 
amend by striking out the first section 
of the Sherman law, which includes all 
that is offensive. It will be the policy 
of the friends of repeal to get the bill 
into the committee as soon after con- 
gress convenes as possible, and have it 
reported as a repeal measure pure and 
simple at once. 


The fight will be made oa the, plain 


proposition for the repeal, without any 
Incumbencies 
or concessions or at- 


tempts to solve the silver question. If 
a proposition to repeal the law once 
gets before the house, it will probably 
be met by an array of free coinage sub- 
stitutes, 
amendments, etc. 
Proposi- 


tions to repeal the state bank tax will 
probably not be allowed by the admin- 
istration's representatives to creep into 
the repeal bffl, for should they do so, 
the Republicans will decline to vote 
for the repeal, and thus it can not 
surely pass. While there will be an at- 
tempt made to repeal the 10 per cent 
tax on state banks, it will be an after 
consideration in all probability. 


The session of congress that, will be- 


gin on Aug. 7 will be the llth extraord- 
inary session during . the existence of 
the- nation. Eight presidents before 
Cleveland have exercised the power to 
convoke the congress in extra session. 
John Adama used the power, Jefferson 
exercised it twice. It was nsed by 
Madison, Van.Buren, Harrison, Pierce, 
Lincoln, and by Hayes twice. The first 
extra session met at the call of Presi- 
dent Adams on Monday, May 15,1787, 
and was the first session 
of 
the 


Fifth congress. It provided for the 
armament of 
the nation 
to resist 


French aggressions. 


The next extra session was called by 


Mr. Jefferson as the first session of the 
Eighth congress, and it met Oct. 17,1808, 
when it was made necessary, in the 
opinion of the president, by the secret 
cession of Louisiana by Spain to tbe 
French. The congress 
repealed the 


bankruptcy act, aud authorized the 
president to take possession of Lou- 
isiana under the treaty with France. 


The next extra session was called fa 


consequence of the "right of search" 
asserted by Great Britain. The embar- 
go act was passed by this congress. The 
extra session of the Twelfth congress 
made preparations for the war of 1812. 


There was an extra session called by 
President Tan Bureu Sept.. 4,1837, oc- 
casioned by the general aud almost sim- 
ultaneous suspension of specie payments. 
Tha session lasted until Oct. 18. 


President Lincoln called the Thirty- 


seventh-congress together July 4,1861, 
to provtts f or resistance to the rebel- 
lion. It lasted until Aug. 6, and pro- 
vided for the military and naval estab- 
lishments. 


President Hayes called extra sessions 


on two occasions ia consequence of the 
neglect of congress to make appropri- 
ation for the snpport of the govern- 
ment. '•-•

After 
the reichstag is constituted it will bo 
necessarry to proceed with six re-elec- 
tions, but the results of thesra re-elec- 
tions can not altar the estimate above 
given.

In relating 
the incident to a neighbor, Mrs. Kline 
is reported to have said: "I could have 
killed hei: right there and no one would 
have ever known it." The neighbor, 
when as.ked about tho story, would 
neither affirm nor deny.

the governors of 
two states, 
the 
surviving generals of the battle and 
thousands of veterans and visitors 
from other states were 
present to 


lend imprcssiveness and. moment to 
the scene, and the day will go down in 
history aa one of the greatest at Gettys- 
burg since the wheatfields ran red with 
the blood of Confederate and Union 
dead. 


The wheat stood ripe on ths stalk as 


it did 30 years ago when the armies of 
Meade and Lee met and tho Union 
troops gleaned victory after three days 
varying conflict. 
Smoke again hung 


over the field, but it was from the sa- 
lute in honor of tho dead and not the 
smoke of battle. 


Tlio first feature of the day was the 


reception to Major General George S 
Greene by his brigade on Gulp's Hill 
A platform had been erected auiong the 
trees where Greene's men held a most 
important point on the right of the line 
of battle of the second day's fight. 
With the view of a score of.raonuiiients 
erected to mark the places where com- 
rades fell, tho survivors and 
their 


guests 
gathered 
and saluted their 
brigade commander, who is in his 03d 
year and is tho oldest living participant 
in the battle or Gettysburg. 


General Kobert Avery acted as pre- 


siding officer. 
On the platform were 


Govern or Roswell P. Flower of New 
York, aud Staff, General Sickels, Gen- 
eral Slocum, Colonel Steyrnan, who 
was wounded not fifty yards away, and 
tho representatives of the Sixtieth, Sev- 
enty-eighth, One Hundred and Second, 
One Hundred and Thirty-seventh, and 
One Hundred and Forty-ninth New 
York regiments. Standing about un- 
der the crees or seated iu carriages wore 
nearly ,n thousand veterans of 
New 


Nork regiments and their friendu, 


The EOT. O. W. Saverson of the One 


Hundred aud Thirty-ninth ' New York 
volunteers opened the proceedings with 
prayer. 
Tho Veterans 
then 
sang 


"America." 


General Avery then introduced Major 


General Henry W. Slocum. The veter- 
ans listened intently as General Slocum 
described tbo scenes in which they took 
iart and gave him three cheers when 
ie closed. 
General Greene tlion stood up "and 
was cheered and cheered again as many 
of the veterans-saw their leader for the 
first time since the war. 


General 
Greene concluded 


Governor Flower was introduced. Ho 
said thti.tifc was not on the program for 
him to lipeak at this time, but; he could 
not forego tbe pleasure of coining and 
looking in to the faces of the men from 
New York state on tbe ground where 
they fought so well for both state and 
nation. He said as lime rolls on, the 
lines which the men drew from Culp'a 
Hill south to the gulf and from Savan- 
nah to Washington, will become more 
and more distinct and it will be still 
more established that they fought in 
the best army and for tho" best cause 
that have aver existed. 


Continuing, Governor Flower said; 


"While the soldiers of the Old World 
fought 1;o make their monarchs greater, 
you fought to make your enorniea your 
equal ir.i all tilings and to enable their 
children to onjoy the blessings of tins 
country equally with your own. This 
was the turning point just here, and 
you may all consider yourselves lucky 
to have been in it, I wish to God I had

No prouder epitaph 
could bci placed on a man's tomb than 
'He was a Union soldier.' But you 
soldiers do not die, you come here like 
General Greene, 03 years old, with the 
bloom of youth on his cheeks. I hope 
every one of you will live as long as 
he."There were loud shouts for General 
Sickels us the governor took his seat, and 
the general was given a hearty cheer 
as he stood with the aid of his crutches 
and congratulated the veterans on 
getting together 
on tlie old battle 


grounds. 


After 
all had joined in singing 


"Marohiing Through Georgia," and the 
Rev. Mr. Pray had pronounced tbe 
benediction, all the veterans formed in 
line and shook hands •with Generals 
Greene, Sickels, Slocum and Avery, 
while Battery C of the Third artillery, 
fired a siilute. 


Many of the old veterans walked on 


with the tears on their cheeks after tlje 
hearty handclaps of their old com- 
manders. 


After the morning exercises there 


was a rush to the hotels and eating 
houses whore the crowds were fed with 
difficulty as the hotels were simply 
swampeil. 


At 1 o'clock tho veterans went to the 


places assigned to them for the parade. 
The organizations formed on the four 
sides of Town square and along Balti- 
more street, their' lines reaching all the 
way to the cemetery gates. 


The gonerals and guests of honor en- 


tered their carriages at 1 p. m., and 
took theiir positions in the square. First 
came the honorary marshal, General 
George S. Greene and staff in a car- 
riage. He was escorted by 25 men of 
his old brigade, who walked at tho sides 
of his atrriae. Following them were 
veterans bearing 29 flags of honor, but 
of respect to the memory of com- 
m'auders of brigades or higher com- 
mand in the battle of Gettysburg who 
were killed during tite battle or are 
since deceased. 


Fpllovring the flags of honor camo 


tho grand marshal of the day, Major 
General Daniel Butterfield, who was 
chief of ssaff of the Army of the Po- 
tomac daring the battle of Gettysburg. 
Next wore the regulars, acting as escort 
of honor to the generals, the governors, 
the commissioners and invited guests. 


With ijho escort were carriages con- 


taming General Daniol T3 Siolralu, Gen- 
eral H. Vf 
Slocnm, Goneial Josephs

acted as special marshal and arranged 
the start of the parade. The column 
started at 1:4-5, and passing.up-Balti- 
more street, between two lines'bl veter- 
ans, proceeded to thu national ceme- 
tery. The veterans fell in behind the 
carriages and marched in 'four.grand 
divisions. 
There were 3,500 Grand 
Army men iu the column. 


The green knoll ist the crest of the 


monument was crowded with people 
when the head of the line arrived. The 
space in front of tho speaker's stand 
was reserved for tho veterans. The 
memorial flags of honor earned -by the 
veterans wero placed -in the first line. 
Back of them aud where each regiment 
stood were the "bullec-riddled regi- 
mental flags that were in tho fight at 
Gettysburg. 


Tho space surrounding the monument 


was completely filled with people, fully 
10,000 being present. 


General Sickels opened the proceed- 
ings by waving his hat for order, as his 
voice could not reach the outer ranks 
of the audience. He said: "General 
Butterfield, having marched his army 
from New York, has now turnod over 
the command to me. We will first 
have the "Star Spangled Banner." 


The Kennicott quartette then sang 


the national antham. Then they sang 
"Nearer, My God, to Thee." The Eev! 
W. B. Derrick, tho colored veteran 
preacher, then offered prayer. General 
Sickels then as president of the board 
of Gettysburg mon-arnent commission- 
ers of New York state delivered the 
introductory address. 
Pishop Potter 


was then introduced. He delivered the 
dedication address. 


Governor Pat.tisou was obliged to 


leave by an afternoon train. He was 
introduced before Governor Flower. 
He said in part: 


"We bid you welcome to Pennsj-l- 


TOiia today. We are perfectly willing 
upon this occasion, at tbis hour, to be 
designated as New Yorkers. (Applause.) 
lam sure.I express the sentiment of 
more than 1100,000 men who went from 
Pennsylvania to the war aud of the 
population of today. When I give you 
welcome, it is not an idle expression. 
It is the sentiment of cordiality spoken 
from the bottom of the heart. The 
men of 1770 fought, suffered and died 
to establish this nation. Generations 
succeeded them, honored, loved and 
revered, their presence so long as they 
survived. So let me say to yon, veter- 
ans of I860, the same love, reverence 
and regard which characterized for the 
soldiers of H70 will characterize them 
for the soldiers of IS HO. As Lincoln 
so-ill, 'Our work fa now to heal the 
wounds and to care for the men who 
bore the battle, their widows and their 
orphans.' 
Let us therefore dedicate 


ourselves to care for the men who made 
it possible for us to hare such a coun- 
try to enjoy." 


General Sickels then said: '-There 
has been a discussion for a long time as 
to what should be thu ualional flower. 
•We have settled that in New York 
state. Our flower is a daisy, aud here 
hois." Governor Flower was greeted 
with laughter and cheers. Ho said in 
part: 


"This impressive sceno is the homage 


which a. great state renders to its 
martyr sons. The bidding of 0,000,- 
000 people has sent us hero to dedicate 
their token of love of memory of their 
soldier dead. Tho battle in which they 
fought was one of the great battles of 
history; the cause, tha highest for 
which humtta blood.w.ns ever shed; they 
are embedded in the memory of every 
American citizen and tho victory here 
won determined the integrity of the 
Union, and insured the establishment of 
human freedom in this land. For par- 
ticipation iu such a conflict and in aid- 
ing the accomplishment of such ends, 
no homage of a grateful state is too 
profuse—no mark of appreciation is too 
generous—i.o expression of love is unde- 
served. 


"In tho great battle fought on this 


hallowed ground, New York's part waa 
prominent and the bravery of her men 
conspicuous. No small share of the 
Union victory is hers. Most of the 
heroes of the struggle were her eons. 
A third of the soldiers on the federal 
side were in Now York regiments. 


"I make no excuse, before 7,000 vet- 
eran survivors, for recalling the parts 
which you mid your absent associates 
took in this great, battlo. Before you I 
need but stale the bare outlines of those 
three daj-s' engagements. 
At every 


point, in every action, the men of the 
Empire state wore found in tho van do- 
ing their full duty. Tho during deeds 
of officers and men, the hairbreath es- 
capes, the wounds, the deaths, the mis- 
eries, tbe nnguish, the courage, the 
hopes, the despair, the triumphs—all 
these your memory recalls among these 
scenes more vividly than brush could 
paint or pen narrate.

appear to be of all things the simplest to 
diagnose. Whence approach such ail- 
ments as nervons«Uisefises we find our- 
selves literally wandering in a maze 
through which there is no path. It is 
commonly enough known, even by those 
who have not studied medicine, that 
while each disease shows certain symp- 
toms common to each recurrence of it, 
each case must bo treated separately and 
allowance made for many things peculiar 
to the patient. , 


Among these are his or her occupa- 


tion in life, habits, food, constitution or 
stamina, previous ailments, and, above 
all, heredity or those tendencies which 
have come from his parents! Dr. Oliver 
Wendell Holmes in "Elsie Venner" 
makes the old family physician refer to 
the knowledge he has gained, during 
many years of practice, of the hereditary 
constitution of his, patients, and the 
doctor adds that no school of science, no 
medical education can give this knowl- 
edge to his young competitors. All this 
is true, wonderfully true; and it is the 
lack of just this knowledge-of the past 
which makes some cases of disease so 
terribly puzzling and which makes each 
case individual in itself.—Cyrus Eilson, 
M. D., in North American Review.

AGREEABLE PERSON. 


A. 1'ollow Countfymiui Describes tho Spe- 


cies—A Creature 'J'lmt jUantfesta His 
Contempt of Everything Foreign on Ev- 
ery Possible Occasion. 
There is nothing oi! which, as an Eng- 


lishman who has spent much of his life 
iu foreign lands, I am more heartily 
ashamed than the British cad on his 
travels, and I would like to take this op- 
'portucity to warn Bitch readers as may 
not have had occasion to visit Europe 
that my countrymen aro not all built on 
the same Hues as our traveling cad, and 
that the latter must not under any cir- 
cumstances be regarded in the light of a 
typical Briton.

In no other country of the world, save 


perhaps ia China, have I found such an 
undisguised couteinpt for the foreigner 
as in England. The people there are 
firmly convinced that everything alien

Signing "With the Cross. 


Signing with the cross waa first piac- 


ticed by Christians to distinguish them 
selves from the pagans. In ancient timei 
Icings aud nobles used the sign of top 
cross, whether they could write or not, 
as a symbol that the person making it 


is necessarily bad; that foreign opinion , pledged himself by his Christian faith to - 
is not worth considering, and that when 
dealing with foreigners they are under 
no obligation to observe the convention- 
al rules of life which govern their inter- 
course with their fellow countrymen. 
Tho result of all this is that no people 
are more justly abhorred abroad than 
tho ordinary Briton on his travels, and 
oven the well bred Englishman seeks by 
every means in his power to get out of 
the way of this greatest of all abomina- 
tions, tho tourist cad. 


From the very moment that he leaves 


England and sets foot on a foreign 
sisore the cad apparently casts to the 
winds all sense of decency and consid- 
eration for tha feelings of those with 
whom ho is brought in contact. Eng- 
lishmen, and, I may add, English women, 
of tho cad species do not seem to have 
the slightest consideration for their sur- 
roundings when abroad in the matter of 
dress; their onedelight would appear to be 
to endeavor to offend the susceptibilities 
of the foreigners with whom they are 
brought in contact either bj- the inade- 
quacy or also by tho exaggerated and 
equally inappropriate magnificence of 
their attire. 


Another form of caddishness on the 


part of tho traveling Briton is tho bru- 
tality and unvarnished character of his 
criticism of everything and everybody 
that ho sees after leaving homo. Indeed 
one is often tompted to ask why he 
should have quitted his native shores, 
seeing that he is so determined to find 
everything bad and abhorrent that is 
foreign. He ridicules the language, he 
ridicules tho accent, the appearance, the 
manners and the dress of all those whom 
ho encounters abroad not quietly and 
unobtrusively, but its tho most offensive 
and public way, without the slightest 
idea of concealment. If ho meets an 
American, ho is quito as ready as not to 
inform him that he speaks English with 
a nasal twang, totally oblivions of hia 
own vulgar cockney accent, while to the 
German he will expatiate on the alleged 
lack of cleanliness of tbe Teutonic race. 
To the Frenchman ha will address what 
he considers to ba delicate banter on tho 
traditional fondness of tho .Gallic raco 
for frogs and snails. 


As for removing his hat when some re- 


ligious or funeral 
procession 
passes 


through the street of acoutinental town, 
he would sconi tho idea. I have met the 
British cad traveling in India, where he 
distinguishes himself by refusing-to con- 
form with the local prejudices and cus- 
toms of the hig-uly civilized natives, 
whom he amiably refers to, even to their 
faces, as "niggers," and in Japan, where 
he does not hesitate to tramp with his 
muddy boots over the dainty mats on 
which the natives both sleep aud eat, I 
have known one of them to cheerfully 
volunteer to a high bred and courteous 
Japanese noblemau who in an ill advised 
moment had been induced to entertain 
him the information that he was "as- 
tounded by the lack of morality aud pro- 
priety" of the women of tho Land of the 
Rising Sun. 


There is nothing that I should like so 


much as for some clever New York ro- 
jwrter to get hold of one of these travel- 
Jng British cads on his way home, and to 
draw him. The mere record of tho in- 
terview would furnish afar more graphic 
illustration and portrayal of tho creature 
than anything that I could write. Tho 
worst of the matter is that travel does 
not seem to in any way improve tho 
creature. He starts out from homo with 
lihe preconceived determination of find- 
ing everything foreign "beastly"—I use 
his own favorite expression. Looking 
at everything in a jaundiced and preju- 
diced manner, he goes back more con- 
vinced than ever that everytliing that he 
has seen out of England is "beastly," an 
opinion which ho does not hesitate to 
express everywhere and on every occa- 
sion in the most forcible manner. 


Nor is he deterred therefrom by any 


courtesies which he may have received 
while-on his travels, nor by any hospi- 
tality of which he may have been the ob- 
ject. Ou the contrary, Ms .entertainer, 
no matter how generous or how kind, 
will probably constitute a theme of ridi- 
cule- and will be subjected, not to por- 
trayal, but to coarse and vulgar carica- 
ture for the merriment of the friends of 
the British traveling - cad.--3STew York 
Tribune.

ity, Mr. 'William M. Acworth, points ( 
many causes for the- difference:! betwe 
railways in this country and the TJnitei 
States. The higher rats of charges 01 
English roads aro thus explained: 


Tho very largo capital outlay of Eng 


lish railways is of conrso one main rea 
son of the high standard oi' rate am 
fares in England. 
Exactly Iiow higl 


tint standard is wo have no means o. 
knowing, for our railway statistics 
made np in a form that was laid down 
by an act of parlia*eut about 80 years 
back, carefully suppress the in formatioi 
that it iu most necessary for us to have. 


Ton mile* and paisrdigtT miles aro no' 


here recorded. Vvh know that each ton 
of goods carrii-d pnj s the railways on tin 
average about 00 cents. If wo guess thai 
the average distance is about 2o miles, we 
arrive at an average rate of 2.40 cents 7>er 
ton mile, winch is, not very far frun 
threo times (he averago rato in the, 
United State-,. So in the ca.so of passen- 
gers tvo may guess that the average fan 
is about 1.75 per mile, which, thong); 
lower than 1bo American average, is 
higher than in any European country 
Such a r.'sult teems very far from satis 
factory. High cost of construction might 
have justified a high range of rates am' 
fare* at tho outset, but year bj year the, 
per mile of line open increases in den- 
fdty, and yet the good-, rates hardly come 
down at all— in the last year or two their 
tendency lias l.een all tho other way— 
whilo tiio imsjiongtr fares only conn 
down very s lowly. 


And yet, the pxplanaiionis not far to 


seek. Our w-ivices havealways been ex- 
pen»ivo t.j work.

The country will await with impatience 


the coming of August 7th, when Congress 
"will convene in special session to nndo

«immik!i{y which is tonglit ami sold in the 
iBHtaof the iroilcl.

Informal loii Useful to the Ilouwkeejior I 


Suuinmr— Sensomiblo Hints an to nrrm 
and I>iot—1'orsomil I'aragraiilia About 
Well Known Wotuuii. 
Tho servant girl problem, which has 


been agitated from time immemorial, 
has now become more serious than over. 
The scarcity of available girls is alarm- 
ing, and what makes tile-situation 
unpleasant is tho fact that the many cm- 
ploymcnb agencies throughout tho city 
hold out very litllo hope of improvement 
until fall. The main reason for the pres- 
ent condition of affairs is the enormous 
number of girls who havo gone to Chi- 
cago, where they hope to combine bun- 
ness with pleasure and see tbe World's 
fair. 


Ono of tho largest employment agen- 


cies in the city is on Forty-second street. 
To a reporter this morning the propri- 
etor said: "Never in my 80 years' expe- 
rience nt tills business have I soon girls 
—I mean good, general housework girls 
—so scarce. My reason for it? Well, 
there are two. One is the Chicago fair, 
and tho other tho many summer bonnl- 
ing houses and hotels that havo begun to 
get ready. Why, there was one concern 
in this city that has sent over 800 girls 
au to Chicago for the now hotels. Yon 
may imagine what a hole that makes in 
tho supply, lint from what 1 hear inott 
5f the girls wish themselves back in Sow 
VTork city. They are finding out that 
Chicago is not the Eldorado they expect- 
3d, and 3 guess a great many of them 
will return in a month or so sadder, but 
wiser, and, I might add, poorer women. 


"Saver.il of my best girls who went on 


thero have written me that if I can place 
them they will letnrn immediately. I 
couldn't get to tho telegraph ofiice 
quickly enough to tell them to come on. 
I expect them Monday, and they can 
have thoir choice Irom 00 applications 
for girk. Talk about your prnna donna 
selecting her part, she ain't in it A\ ith 
the servant girl of thu piesentday. Come 
around about October. I'll have plenty 
of girls then." 


H, L. Ackerman, the manager of fho 


Cosmopolitan Employment agency, in 
answer to tbo reporter's, question said: 


"Are servant girls scarce? Well. I 


should say they are, and what makes it 
more annoying is tho fact that when a 
good girl comes along sho invariably 
wants to go to Chicago, where she can 
enjoy tho World's fair. It's getting 
worse ami worse. What the largo ho- 
tels and private families will do this 
faummer for good houseworkcrs I cannot 
conjecture. Already 1 heir salaries have 
jumped from $U to $20, and they tun 
hard to get at that. I am thinking that 
the thousands of girls who went to Chi- 
cago will wish that they had remained 
here. That city, I understand, is over- 
crowded with 
girls 
not fiom New 


York alone, but from all over tho coun- 
try. The result is, I think, that the 
girls will conic home sooner than they t x- 
pocted. The servant girl today is an auto- 
crat—'she must be obeyed.' I really 
feel forty for my best patrons, who 
blame mo for not supplying them with 
girls, but -what am I to do if tho girl i.s 
not to be hud? But things will be till 
ferent iu tho fall, and the usual bupplj 
will bo on ham! for all who want them." 


Probably one of the oldest employinenl 


agencies, is Mio Seo & Scharfer's. " Thi«i 
firm Slipping help lo (he Funr Hmulrt-.l 
and aro in a position to know wherc-ul 
they speiilr. Kegarding tho scarcity of 
girls, ono of tho iirm said: "Yes, there is 
absolutely a dearth of good houseivork- 
ers. Tho demand is five times as great 
as the supply. The World's fair is not 
alone responsible for the scarcity u. 
girls. You see, tho immigration has be"'t 
very slim of late, and as we get most u.' 
our girls from that source it has greatly 
inconvenienced us and annoyed our cus- 
tomers."—Now York Commercial Adver- 
tiser. 


A Woman T-auynr on "Women In u Jui j. 
Mrs. ThoodoreStitro, tho valedictorian 


for tbo nr.'it grade graduating class ul 
the University of New York Law school, 
in commenting on Tholifcordei'.s special 
Bordeu jury, which includes m its panel 
Mrs. Lucy Stone, said: 


"I do not know much about this one 


particular case, for I am not inteiesteil 
in criminal cases at all beyond seeing by 
the headlines in the papers what is guing 
on in that line. But really I do not 
think women jurors would bo just th 
thing. The selection must bu made of 
women with very strong cbarnjl 
great confidence iu themselves and able 
to detach themselves from their srn- 
roundings m a greater or It ss degree, and 
that cannot always bo done.

she would fare very much better at the 
hands of 13 men jurors than from the 
other sex. The only time I ically think 
a woman would be of any great Use on 
;he jury would bo iu a case of insanity. 
Thero I think her knowledge of her own 
sex and instincts would be invaluable. 
She would bo able to tell in nine cases 
out of ten whether tbo woman were in- 
sano or not, whether sho were shamming 
to escape punishment for a crime com- 
mitted or whether it was really a case of 
temporary insanity."—New York Re- 
corder.

THE CARE OF CHICKENS. 


Hn\r tolusureyittck 3I::tt:i Ing J'or market 


or Tor Layei-h—.Salistiu'tury Crosflv*,. 


To obtain profitable results judicious 


management from time of hatching to 
maturity is inuisi enbable. And yet few 
farmers push their young stock with tho 
proper food and frequent feedings abao- 
lutel}' necessary to make plump chickens 
for market. Wit i proper management 
tho cockerels (-herald bo marketable in 
three or four months, and in five to five 
and a half months tho early pulleta 
should bo layers nt a time when eggs aro 
high in price. And such results should 
be obtained in many cases with food 
much of wliich would otherwise bo 
wasted. Timely suggestions on this sub- 
ject aro given by Manager Gilbert of tho 
poultry department of the Ottawa exper- 
iment farms in n recent report. l?ol- 
lowing is a brief recapitulation: 


First—After lialching out, thechickeus 


ehoulil remain undisturbed iu tho iies-t 
for ;M ho\trs. 


Second—Then' I' rst feed should be stale 


broad soakud in inilk and scmeezed dry, 
and stale bread cri mbs. This may bo con- 
tinued some daj's. 


Third—Weather permitting, tho lieu 


and brood should bo place;! in. a dry coop 
on tbe grass, whoie the chicks can get at 
and into the latter. 


Fonith—If kcit indoors, tho chicks 


must be kept on earth or on boards cov- 
ered with earth. If not BO kept, disaster 
will follow. 


Fifth—After being kept on the bread 


and milk diet ior a week granulated oat- 
meal or small particles of cracked corn 
may bo added. At the end of two weeks 
whole wheat may bo fed, but not beforo. 


Sixth—Caio bhculd be taken that tho 


cbicka aio in no way Btiutecl during the 
first n'vo weeks of their existence. They 
should be pushed at all times, but re- 
tmire particular attention during the pe- 
riod named. 


Seventh—Young btock recruires fre- 


quent but light feeding. It must bo re- 
membered that a stinted chicken will 
never make a gootl market fowl. 


Eighth—Tho eailier hatched tin 


will the pullets lay. 


Ninth—The aim should bo to havo tho 


pallet? laying while (he hens aro molt- 
ii.g. A supply ot new laid eggs all tho 
year round will M be .secured. 


Ono of the obstacles in tho way of ob- 


taining early chickens is tho difficulty of 
obtaining early JIUTH. This may bo 
overcome by the USD of a good incubator. 
As 'mifieinl incubation becomes simpli- 
fied and results more certain, so will it 
become more, generally adopted. Again, 
if the farmer's hem laid as well during 
the winter seasoi i as they ought lo do 
and will do H properly managed, there 
would bu inoro ea :ly sitter-!.

This process of tnrasfornmliun 
is untliinkably slow. As n molecule of 
wood or bono decays a molecule of si on 
talces its place. This can only occur 
>vben the air, earth or ..water surround- 
ing the organic substance in question 
holds in solution, some mineral which ib 
readily precipitated. In the case of eitlioi 
wood or bone, while decomposition i 
going on, ihoro yet remains a Irninawovk 
or fiber, the interstices of wliiuli Jn;iy 
grathwlly "bo filled by the mineral Mib- 
Btaucc—with flesh, be it human or ani- 
mal, no such framework exists. Tho 
very rapid decay of flush also mala H it 
impossible for the very slow process of 
petrifaction to have any effect in the 
•way of making ;i transformation.

John Boj d Thacher lias installed his 


bnieaii of awards. The principle which 
will govern the giving of awards is tho 
ment of tbe exhibit as compared with a 
fixed standard of excellence and not with 
the exhibit of a competitor. 


There is a pleasant prospect ahead for 


exhibitors, inasmuch £^i the number of 
medals will be in excess of 30,000. The 
chances, therefore, are that any man 
who has a good exhibit will get a medal. 
The medal will be of bronze only, and 
not, as under tho old system, of gold and 
ulvcr and bronze, representing three de- 
grees of meiit. Under the law the num- 
ber was not to exceed 50,000. The di- 
ameter, however, has been increased, to 
&j inches, which will probably cut the 
number of medals down to about 30,000. 
Under the law it will be impossible to 
counterfeit them without incurring a 
heavy penalty.
